The function of 
this substance is largely the mechan- 
ical one of binding the food particles 
together and at the same time of lu- 
bricating and making slippery, the 
surfaces of the teeth and mouth tis- 
sues, thus assisting in the act of swal- 
lowing. 

Lastly, the presence of saliva with 
its constant renewal, tends to over- 
come through its neutralizing effect, 
action of fermentation 
of carbohydrate matter in the mouth, 
Hence, it is important for this reason 
too, that the supply be liberal.

A narrow beam of light cast about

Ottawa, Ont.--Ten thousand peop! 
who thronged the grounds of the Car- 
diff Empire Exhibition, in Wales, and 
many thousands more throughout the 
Sritish Isles, heard Hon, Jameg Mal- 
colm, minister of trade and com- 
merce, speak to them from Ottawa 
over the trans-Atlantic telephone. 

“Simply marvellous reception,” the 
word came back from Cardiff, as soon 
as the minister had finished his eight 
minute address. ‘The best yet.” 

Mr. Malcolm's office in the parlia- 
ment buildings was the Ottawa “call 
station.” 

Mr. Malcolm introduced his brief 
address by expressing the regards of 
the Canadian people to the people ot 
Wales, and declared that the ideal of 
empire trade for which the exhibition 


stands was finding strong and pat-| qrought. 


riotic support in this country. The 
minister voiced a word of praise for 
the empire marketing board. Trade, 
he said, was only a medium through 
which the people of the empire be- 
came acquainted and through which 
were learned the difficulties and view- 
points of the various units.
